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The problem of the League of 
Nations has been in a state of 
gradual transformation for several 
years. The process has recently 
taken such a serious shape that 
it would be no exaggeration to 
describe the present juncture as 
“the crisis of the League“. The 
best instance has been given by the 
two most recent happenings, the 
resignation of Italy and the 
immediately following publication 
of the German declaration, 


Polish policy has for some time 
made continuous efforts to obviate 
the situation in which the League 
has found itself since the departure 
of Italy, but unfortunately these 
endeavours did not awaken 
sufficient understanding among 
the member States, Here it should 
be recollected that Poland was 
anti-Italian 
sanctions by the resolution of the 


| Council of Ministers, dated 27th 
| June, 1936, quite a time before 


the resolution of the Co-ordinating 
Committee of the League on this 
subject, In his exposé made on the 
18th December 1936 to the Foreign 
Affairs Commission of the Senate, 
Minister Beck pointed out that 
fot Poland the Abyssinian question 
had become closed since the lifting 
of sanctions, and he hoped that 
at its next session Geneva would 
settle this problem. As nothing 
had been done, the Polish 
Government brought up the matter 
May session of 
the League, when the Polish 
delegate declared that his country 
had no direct or indirect interest 
in the matter of Abyssinia, but 
only in the future of international 
collaboration within the 
framework of the League, 


The comments of the press in 
certain European countries seek 
to diminish the importance of the 
Italian decision and of the German 
declaration in giving to them more 
of a symbolic character. We cannot 
agree for the two following 
reasons: firstly because the pact 
of the League was conceived as 
an universal international 
organisation, and secondly, in 
spite of the fact that the League 
did not achieve its principle of 
universality, we witnessed a 
certain period when the League 
comprised at least the whole of 
Europe and seemed destined to 
play a great part, an assumption 
which now seems to be subsiding. 


The press comments of which 
we have spoken tend to show with 
complete frankness that at the 
moment the League is a camp 
attached to doctrines defined not 
only in respect to international 
life but also to the internal 
structure of states. If doctrines of 
this type are to be adopted by the 
governments of the member states, 
the League will simply become a 
doctrinal group, one of the sides 
in the “religious war“. 

The Polish point of view on 
this aspect of the case is well 
known both in parliamentary and 
diplomatic circles, but in view of 
it may be 
well to recall it, 
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The Question of the League | 


In speaking on the 15-th January | 


1936 at the Foreign Affairs 
Commission of the Diet, Minister 
Beck underlined that the forms 
of government of other States 
could play no part in Polish 
decisions. A “signum temporis" 
said M. Beck “is precisely the 
extraordinary diversity of the 
forms of government in different 
countries, accompanied by a 
general process of changes in 
every direction. 

Without going further afield 
each of the six States adjoining 
Poland is governed by a different 
system and method. If therefore 
we desire to regulate international 
politics by doctrines of rule, we 
could easily arrive at something 
approaching a “war of religion“ in 
the whole world“. 

On the 10th December 1936 the 
Polish Government handed to the 
League a memorandum on the 
reform of the League, in which it 
underlined the fact that the 
League had been conceived as an 
organisation based on the principle 
of universality. While showing 
that the reality was far from this 
ideal, the Polish Government 
expressed the fear that in these 
conditions the work of the League 
would become more and more 
theoretical and abstract, leaving 
the most important problems of 
international life to happen 
outside the orbit of the League. 

Such a state of affairs could 
expose the League to danger by 
its transformation into a group 
of states whose interests might 
clash with those of non member 
states. 

The Polish Government which 
has always been against 
the division of the world into two 
hostile camps draws attention to 
this danger and considers that it 
could only be obviated by creating 
conditions for the realisation of 
the principle of universality of 
the League. 

Minister Beck returned to the 
question in his exposé of the 18th 
December 1936, and once again 
showed the danger arising from 
the formation of two blocks of 
States in the League and those 
outside it; and said: “not only the 
principles .of Polish policy as 
announced by the Government, 
basis for the 
rapprochement of opinions 
between ourselves and a great 
number of other States, consisted 
in our lack of desire to be shut up 
in one or other hostile or opposed 
camp. I would like to state with 
satisfaction that in conjunction 
with certain other States we have 
so far managed to oppose 
effectively this tendency“. 

The view point of the Polish 
Government which we have put 
above could not be clearer, and 
shows the kindly interest shown 
by Poland in the International 
Institution which assists wide 
contacts and the finding of the 
solution of matters in dispute by 
means of the meeting of the 
representatives of States of varied 
tendencies at the same conference 
table.

The Colonial Problem 


It is understood that the last 
conversation between Monsieur 
Delbos and Mr. Beck, conducted 
in the train between Warsaw and 
Cracow, was concerned with the 
problem of colonies. 


The Polish demands in this 
respect are quite moderate. Poland 
should like to see the question of 
the distribution of certain overseas 
territories discussed internationally 
and it would be then prepared to 
put forward certain definite 
proposals, 


Far from joining the nations 
which accompany their demands 
of colonies with threats, Poland 
wishes the question to be settled 
peacefully and by international 
understanding. The political 
control of a territory is important 
mainly from the point of view of 
national prestige, but for Poland 
it is the supply of raw materials 
and the possibilities of settlement 
which are more important than 
flag questions, 


According to Havas, Monsieur 
Delbos admitted the Polish 
demands to be justified, fully 
realising the difficult position of 
an overcrowded country. The 
problem of the Jewish emigration 
from Poland which is treated 


separately, has been also the 
subject of negotiations between 
Poland and France. As the 
political situation in Palestine 


seriously hampers further Jewish 
emigration to that country, 
emigration to Madagascar has 
been suggested as a possibility. 


The French Government stated 
that it would support a scheme 
of Jewish emigration to 
Madagascar, where the living 
conditions are satisfactory; the 
realisation of the plan depends 
on the question of finding the 
necessary funds. It is felt in Poland 
that international Jewish 
financiers might lend their 
assistance to their compatriots 
emigrating to Madagascar.

If, however, in the League it 
ever becomes a question of a 
tendency to engage in a doctrinal 
fight the Polish government will 
have to examine whether this 
might not be in contradiction 
with the basic principles of her 
policy, and to adjust her relations 
with the League accordingly. 


From the above it will be seen 
that the attitude of the Polish 
Government and that of the Polish 
delegation at Geneva in regard 
to the concrete questions debated 
at the League, is that Polish policy 
sees possibilities of recreating an 
atmosphere of confidence in 
Europe by virtue of the respect 
due to States whether as partners 
in international agreements or by 
recognition of the right of each 
State to organise its internal life 
according to its own ideas.

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Distinguished Pacifist’s Visit 


Marshal Smigty Rydz and Mr. George Lansbury 


Mr. George Lansbury, the Rev. 
Henry Carter and Mr. P. W. 
Bartlett were received on Tuesday 
by Marshal Edward Smigly-Rydz, 
General Felician Stawoj- 
Skladkowski, Prime Minister, and 
Colonel Joseph Beck, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. 

Mr. Lansbury asked support for 
a proposal that an approach 
might be made to the problem 
of general appeasement through 
an attempt to build up economic 
justice between the nations, The 
Polish Statesmen agreed that an 
economic conference, provided 
that it was properly prepared for, 
was strongly to be desired. Mr. 
Van Zeeland’s expected report 
on his recent inquiries would, 
they declared, receive the fullest 
consideration in Warsaw. The 
policy of the Polish Government 
was to co-operate in a friendly 
manner with all other nations 
for the development of their 


mutual interests; and the 
conclusion of bilateral agreements 
with Poland’s neighbours was a 
contribution to a general 
settlement. The difficult question 
of the future of the League of 
Nations was discussed. Strong 
emphasis was laid on the 
importance of a concentration in 
an international conference on 
industrial, social, cultural and 
hvmanitarian activities on 
contributing to the solution of 
the problem of peace. Other 
matters discussed in a frank and 
friendly manner were the Jewish 
question, the question of 
migration, the minorities question 
and freedom of religious worsbip. 


Just before their departure Mr, 
Lansbury and his friends were 
received in audience at his 
residence at Spała by the 
President of the Polish Republic, 
M. Ignacy Mościcki. 


CONGRESS OF POLISH CONSERVATIVES 


The representatives of all the 
groups of Conservative tendencies 
met on the 14th December in 
Warsaw and formed a new 
Conservative party, uniting all 
these groups. 

Prince Janusz Radziwiłł, 
Senator, made a speech iñ which 
he attacked the Government 
deploringparticularlythe continued 
interference of the government in 
economic matters and the 
increasing number of industrial 
concerns controlled by the State. 

Count Adolf Bniński was elected 
president of the Conservative 
party, which chose the well known 
daily “Czas“ for its press organ. 
The Polish Conservatives are not 
numerous, but as they are mostly 
landowners and industrialists, 


theìr influence in certain economic 
matters may be considerable. The 
political importance of the party 
has not, however, been large for 
a long time. 

While opposing the Government, 
the Conservative declared that 
they agree in principle with the 
policy of Col Koc without, 
however, officially adhering to 
the OZN. It is the desire of the 
Conservatists to put themselves 
once again in the position they 
held between 1926 and 1930, when 
they had several seats in the 
cabinet as supporters of Marshat 
Piłsudski. The idea of a 
Conservative government is not 
advanced, is it obvious that it 
could not be realised. '

LONDON LETTER

This has been a week of real 
wintry weather all over Britain, 
with snow storms of unusual 
severity reported from the far 
south, in the New Forest, and 
from the far north, in the 
highlands of Scotland. It has also 
been a week of accidents due to 
storm. A train collision on the 
line between Glasgow and 
Edinburgh was the worst for 
twenty-five years, for no fewer 
than thirty-five persons lost their 
lives. As’ an express tram 
travelling at fifty miles an hour 
erashed into the rear of a 
stationary train, in a blinding 
blizzard at night, the wonder is 
that the death-roll was not higher. 
Many of the carriages were 
splintered to matchwood. From 
the coasts came news of thirteen 
lives lost by shipwreck and an 
Air Force bomber was crashed by 
wind near Weymouth with the 
loss of its crew. 

The approaching Christmas 
season has a Polish touch, for the 
appearance of Les Ballets Polonais 
at Covent Garden Theatre is being 
noticed with considerable interest 
throughout the Press. News. of 
the success of the Polish Ballet 
seems to have travelled ahead of 
it from Paris; and although some 
were afraid that the run in London 
would be spoilt by a general 
concentration upon Christmas 
shopping, there has been a very 
heavy demand for seats in advance. 
It is hoped to make arrangements 
for members of the Anglo-Polish 
Society to have special facilities 
during the season as a friendly 
gesture by the Ballet Society. 

The Anglo-Polish Society, after 
a very successful meeting at the 
Polish Embassy last month, when 
Professor Borenius lectured 
brilliantly on “Bellotto in 
Warsaw“, concluded the pre- 
Christmas session on December 
10, when Lady Rumbold offered 
the hospitality of her home for 
a Piano Recital by Mr. Stanislaw 
Szpinalski. Lord Derwent, as 
President, introduced the well- 
known pianist’ and the Recital 
was thoroughly enjoyed by more 
than a hundred members and their 


guests. At the next meeting, in | 


January, Dr. W. J. Rose, Ph. D., of 
the School of Slavonic Studies, 
will give an illustrated lecture on 
“Leon Wyczolkowski, Patriot and 
Painter“. Meanwhile, the Society 
is sponsoring an Exhibition of 
Polish Folk and Decorative Art, 
arranged by Mrs. Poznanska at 
the new offices of “Orbis* in Lower 
Regent Street. 

In home politics the excitement 
of the week promises to be Mr. 
Attlee's defence of his recent trip 
to Barcelona and Madrid. Reports 
sent back from Republican Spain 
credited him with a number of 
speeches in praise of one side, with 
sundry reflections on the policy 
of His Majesty's Government. 
But Mr. Attlee claims that his 
remarks were misinterpreted, and 
in any case Mr. Chamberlain is 
not likely to allow an acrimonious 
debate directed against the leader 
of the Opposition personally. 

The Prime Minister continues to 
assert himself quietly with a policy 
which is more and more recognised 
to be a continuation of a family 
tradition derived from his famous 
father, Joseph Chamberlain, The 
father,, in easier days, came to 
ignominious defeat when he 
proposed to strengthen the British 
Empire by a system of preferential 


tariffs. The son saw the system 
begun at Ottawa, and as Prime 
‘Minister he sees its effects in 


increased Empire trade which has 
been accompanied by a great 
expansion of trade with foreign 
countries. The critics of father 
and son are already well on the 
way to defeat But the 
Chamberlain policy is not only 
one of Imperial , Preference. 
‘Another aspect of it is the 
Maintenance of stability in the 
home market, which has also been 


successful: this policy has recently 
been stressed in more than one 
remarkable leader in The Times, 
| in which the formerly axiomatic 
| theory of the trade cycle was 
given short shrift. 

Some alarm was caused last 
month by the publication of 
unemployment figures which 
showed a considerable increase, 
though employment is still well 
above the figure for last year. 


increased unemployment was no 
sign of an impending slump. There 
| were found to be two main 
| reasons. In the first place, 
merchants stocked up heavily at 
| the beginning of the year when 
commodity. prices promised to 
rise. After the collapse of that 
movement their stocks remained 
large and until they are exhausted 
many men are being “laid off“. 
When re-stocking commences 
there will again be a rise in 
employment. In the second place, 
the Stock Exchange crash, which 
followed the failure of the 
commodities boom, led to a lack 
of demand in the West End, or 
luxury, branches of trade. Radios, 
motor cars, and so on, have 
suffered, The increased 
unemployment is nearly all in the 
south of England around London. 
In the Midlands and industrial 
areas trade is still at full capacity.

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 


As stated by the Polish 
Institute for Economic Research 
the increase of industrial 
production in Poland during the 
third quarter of the year slackened 
‘somewhat compared with the 
two preceding quarters owing 
to extraneous influences. 
Compared with last year, the 
advance of production in Poland 
| was more rapid this year, than 
| in most other countries, and the 
slower rate of progress during 
the third quarter was connected 
with the collapse of the upward 
tendency in prices on the world 
markets. This tendency had 
likewise been strong in Poland, 
and caused an accumulation of 
stocks which expanded the 
volume of industrial production; 
the drop in prices stopped buyings 
for stock, and a liquidation of 
overlarge stocks set in. The index 
of the production of 
producers'goods rose from 88.4 
to 90.2 (1928—100), slightly less 
than that of consumers‘goods, of 
which the index rose from 79.2 
to 82.6. Thus the tendency of 
developments in the production 
of these two kinds of commodities 
was reversed. Higher incomes led 
to a rise in consumption, especially 
amongst the rural population, but 
also in the towns. Investments 
continued to increase, though at 
a slightly slower pace. Industrial 
machinery investments, which had 
been quite considerable during 
the first half-year, continued to 
rise and exceeded the level of the 
third quarter of 1936 by 31 per 
cent; on the other hand, machine 
investments by the farmers were 
greatly reduced in consequence 
of the break in the rise of grain 
prices; none the less the level 
of the index of machine 
investments remained unchanged 
at 55.9 (1928—100)..: The sharp 
drop in the prices of raw materials 
on the world’s markets also reacted 
on price movements in Poland, but 
the general index of the prices 
of raw materials and of half- 
finished goods declined only 2 per 
cent, while the index of finished 
articles remained, on the whole, 
unchanged. Grain prices rose in 
June considerably (index 62.3), but 
receded substantially in July 
(index 56.0), as the crops turned 
out much better than had been 
expected; the drop in prices 
did not exceed 11 per cent over 
the quarter; removing the normal 
seasonal down-ward trend, grain 
prices turned out to be higher 
than a year ago, The price index 
of articles sold by farmers declined 
3 per cent during the quarter, but 
after elimination of seasonal 
variations was higher by 4 per 
cent than for the corresponding 
periods of last year. In the money 
market a considerable increase in 
bank deposits continued as the 
dominating feature saving deposits 
and sight deposits with State- 
owned and private banks, fairly 
uniformly distributed over each 
month of the year, occupied first 
place. Contrary to their practice 
during the first two quarters 
the banks used the influx of 
deposits to extend their credit 
activities, without, however, 
exhausting the incoming funds, 
which caused the private banks 
to restrict rediscount and slightly 
to increase cash reserves, while 
the State-owned banks increased 
their security portfolios. 
Development of industrial 
production was to some extent 
financed from the plants‘ own 
cash reserves, but credit extension 
was a fairly characteristic feature. 
The Bank of Poland also reported 
an increase in credit granted 
connected with a rise in notes in 
circulation and of sight liabilities. 
Notwithstanding the deterioration 
in the balance of trade the Bank‘s 
foreign exchange situation 
remained favourable with a

REALIZATION OF POLAND'S 
FOUR - YEAR PLAN 


The Polish Vice-Premier and 
Finance Minister, Eugene 
Kwiatkowski, devoted part of his 
budget speech before the Seym, 
to the results already obtained in 
the realization of his four -year 
investment plan and to the 
mobilization of funds for next 
year's continuation of the scheme. 
He started that financing and 
actual work during the first year 
was effected strictly in accordance 
with programme, As on November 
30th, most of the work for the 
first year was covered financially 
up to 100 per cent, and other 
works, as electrification, seaport, 
railway and postal constructions, 
up to 76 and 93 per cent. Treasury 
funds furnished 280.8 mill. ztotys, 
28.5 mill. in excess of the original 
estimates; including funds from 
other sources, the total expenditure 
on extraordinary investments 
during that year came to nearly 
800 milion zlotys. Of this total, 
20 per cent were long and medium 
term foreign credits, the remainder 
having been found in Poland. 
Some fundamental works are 
planned in the western and 


eastern voivodeships during the” 


second year, primarily the 
construction of a canal between 


| Lake Goplo and the Warta for 
| joining up the Vistula with the 


Warta system, and a hydro-electric 
power-station near Wilno. The 
interest of foreign trade and the 
establishment of a waterway 
between the Baltic and the Black 
Sea require a south-eastern 
extension of the new central 
industrial district which will then 
be comprised within the triangle 
between the Bug, San and 
Dniester rivers, with Lwów as the 
administrative centre of the 
district. About 911 milion zlotys 
will be provided for investments 
during the period between January 
lst 1938 and March 31st 1939; of 
this total, the Treasury will 
contribute 200 million, the Public 
Works Fund 60 million, special 
financing 450 million, the Public 
of the State enterprises and 
monopolies 45 million, the Silesia- 
Gdynia railway Construction Fund 
29 million, internal and external 
goods credits 100 million funds 
of the Silesian Local-Government 
Board 15 million and reserve 
credits of other local-government 
boards 12 million ztotys. Including 
sums already mobilized but not 
yet expended, and investments 
planned by local government 
boards, the total investment 
expenditure during the second 
year of the four-year plan will 
certainly exceed 1,000 million 
zlotys. Under the heading of 
“special financing, there are 275 
million zlotys to be supplied by 
the “rigid“ money market (savings 
banks, insurance companies, etc), 
25 million of the cash part of the 
latest French loan, 120 million 
zlotys of Treasury bills, and 30 
million zlotys of short-term credits 
to be granted by the State owned 
banks, 


PETROLEUM INDUSTRY 


During the first half of the 
current year 3,600,000 tons of 
crude oil were extracted in Poland, 
a decrease of 16 per cent in 
comparison with the corresponding 
period of 1936. The refineries 
worked off 3,900,000 tons of crude 
oil (decrease: 13.6 per cent), the 
exports of derivatives amounted 
to 2,900,000 tons (decrease: 11 per 
cent). The distribution of exports 
(in thousand tons) by countries 
was as follows: England 345, 
France 337, Italy 276, Germany 
252, Czechoslovakia 169, Egypt 
151, Greece 114, Spain 102, Malta 
175, Algeria 106, the rest being 
taken up by other countries. 

A new well was opened at the 
depth of only 400 metres on the 
Krolowka petroleum mine (Gorlice 
district). The well has been 


gushing for several weeks and in 
the first month supplied 400 tons 
of crude oil. This is at present the 
most productive well in the Gorlice 
region. 


ECONOMIC CONFERENCE 
AT WILNO 


Mr. Kwiatkowski, Minister of 
Finance and chief of the Polish 
Government's economic policy, 
together with several Ministers 
and representatives of industrial 
and commercial circles attended 
a special economic conference at 
Wilno for the development of the 
North Eastern Poland. 

The North-Eastern provinces of 
Poland are one of the poorest and 


least developed parts of the 
country,. owing to their scarce 
natural resources and to the 


neglect of these districts by the 
late Russian government, which 
occupied them for over a century. 
Although considerable progress 
has been made since the war, the 
North-East is still behind the 
other parts of Poland in many 
respects, 

The Wilno economic conference 
decided on the construction of 
several new railway lines and 
roads in the North-East, as well 
as the construction of a large dam 
on the river Wilja near Wilno, 
which will supply the whole 
region with cheap electric power. 
A branch of the Postal Savings 
Bank was opened in Wilno on 
the occasion of the conference, in 
a new building erected for that 
purpose. (ATE) 


STATE REVENUE AND 
EXPENDITURE 


The provisional statement of 
accounts of the Polish Treasury for 
last November, the eighth month 
of the current fiscal year, shows 
a total budgetary revenu 
206,710,000 zlotys, and te 
expenditure of 203,767,000 
leaving a surplus for the 
of 2,943,000 zlotys as 
1,583,000 zlotys in Novemb: 3 
The surplus for the first eight 
months of the fiscal year was 
6,588,000 zlotys as against 2,037,000 
zlotys for the corresponding period 
of the preceding year. Budgetary 
revenue last November exceeded 
that of November 1936 by 21.9 
million zlotys, the improved 
returns extending to all the basie 
sources of State revenue. In 
accordance with the ‘Treasury 
Act and votes of supplementary 


credits, expenditure in November ` 


was also by 20.4 million zlotys 
higher that a year ago, the 
largest increase being caused by 
the National Debt service which 
required 29.4 million as against 
20.6 million in November 1936. 


PROGRESS OF NATIONAL 
CONSOLIDATION 


The Camp of National 
Consolidation, founded by Colonel 
Koc under the auspices of Marshal 
Smigly-Rydz, is continuing to 
develop its activity The foundation 
of the OZN parliamentary club 
was one step and now the choice 
of a press organ is another. 

Col. Koc announces that the 
“Gazeta Polska“ has become the 
organ of the OZN. The 
announcement is taken as an 
indication of the increased 
influence of Col. Miedzinski, the 
editor, in the OZN, where he 
represents right wing tendencies. 

Desiring to have as many people 
as possible within its ranks, the 
Camp of National Consolidation 
has a comprehensive programme 
and a policy which does not shirk 
from compromise on non vital 
points. This leads observers to 
detect “right“ or “left? leanings

MARIA MALICKA THEATRE 


Mary Stuart, written in 1880, belongs 
to the warliest creative period of Polanu's 
gre test romuntic poet and dramatist, 
Tt was Stowacki’s second essay Jn drama, 
following closely upon Mindowe, Król 
Litewski (Mindowe, King of Lithuania) 
in 1829, 

‘Tne genesis of Mary Stuart, according 
to Juliusz sleiner (‘Juliusz Słowacki”, 
vol 1, 1924) and Wiktor Hahn (Ateneum 
1843), is to be sought in the works of 
Walter Scott, whose tremendous 
influence over European literature — 
especially the drama and the noyel — 
was then at its height. 

Mury, Queen of Scots, herself was 
moreover undoubtedly one of those 
historical personages whose life, 
romance, character, deeds, und death 
were most likely to attract the poets 
and writers of the Romantic 
Revival, T'he youthful and impressionable 
imagination of Slowacki was therefore 
powerfully caught and held by Walter 
Scott's novel, The Abbot, which 
describes Mary Stuart's imprisonment 
in Lochleven Castle, This interest, 
once aroused, was intensified by Scott’s 
preface to another of his novels, The 
Fair Maid of Perth, where the author 
describes a conversation with Miss 
Baliol, who pointed out that the story 
of Mary as the reigning Queen of 
Scotlund had not been exploited in 
literature. Finally, the French translation 
of Walter Scott’s History of Scotland 
appeared in 1828, and here the Polish 
Poet undoubtedly found his historical 
source for the events afterwards 
presented in his dramatic poem. 

Now the year 1830 also saw the 
Polish translation of Frederic Schiller’s 
Maria Stuart, the reading of which once 
more directed Stowacki's inspiration 
towards Mary Queen of Scots, and 
finally clinched his decision to write a 
drama on the same subjects. This 
appeared before the year was out, 
under the same title as Schiller’s but 
At covered a different period in the 
‘Queen’s life and threw a completely 
different light on her character. 

Stowacki’s Mary Siuart begins at the 
moment when the growth of 
Protestantism in Scotland, under the 
influence of Knox, is creating an 
atmosphere antagonistic tothe Catholic 
‘Queen, ‘ihe action takes place at

With this production the Maria 
Malicka Theatre raises its repertoire to 
a high artistic level. Warsaw awaited 
the first night with interest, and the 
public which now fills the theatre to 
the last seat and listens with rapt 
attention to Mary Stuart also indicates 
that the need to inclade Slowacki’s 
masterpieces in our theatrical repertoire 
is both real and urgent.

Gabriela ZAPOLSKA (1860 — 1921) is 
one of tne most original and fascinating 
figures among Polish authors who bridge 
the 19-th and 20-th centuries. She was 
one of the first women to eagage in 
the great conte nporary struggle aguinst 
false morality aad hypocrisy, especially 
desp rooted amongst the bourgeosie. In 
her novels and plays sue throws a 
glacing light on the sias, faults and 
traspassos of apparently respeciable and 
digaified individuals who are in reality 
thoroughly bad characters and the 
cause of many peoples’ dowafall... With 
unasual power of conviction she thereby 
demonsteates the duality of buman 
character, for if the noole ani dignified 
citizen, blessed with wealth and position, 
turas out to be a villain, on the other 
hnad an apparently “fallen? woman is 
showa to be quite innocent of her moral 
failure, which has been brought about 
by the circamstances of her life — 
themselves thecreation of the respectable 
moneyed classes. 

As Zapolska possesses an enormous 
talent both for satire and humour, she 
creates excellent comedies and tragi- 
comedies, wherein her contemporaries 
are painted in that brightest of all 
colours—frank but merciless burlesque, 
relieved from time to time by scenes 
and figures which are profoundly 
dramatic and moving. 

The social background of Zapolska’s 
plays is always particularly well drawn. 

The authoress is a mistress of stage- 
technique*). Her characters are vivid 
and colourful, and their moral depravity 
issometimes shown with cruel candour, 

Tbe world goes on, but human 
character remains fundamentally 
unchanged, Therefore the plays of 
Gabriela Zapolska, undoubtedly amongst 
the most valuable achievements of her 
literary epoch, are something more than 
a mere picture of the life and morality 
of her own time. Except for unimportant 
details of situation und background, 
her plays, in the essentials of human

He tells of the conversion to 
Christianity; of the division of the 
country in the 12th century; of the 
reign of Casimir the Great; of the 
age of the Jagellons and the full 
course of history to the present 
day. 


But the greater part of this 
review naturally consists of a 
resumé of the events leading up 
to the freedom, and the subsequent 
trials, of the modern Polish State, 
The evolution of Poland, her 
crisis of 1926, and the measures 
taken by the late Marshal 
Pitsudski are concisely and 
admirably given, together with a 
survey of present day problems. 
Unfortunately Professor Dyboski 
offers no solution, and shows 
throughout the whole of his 
publication a tendency, possibly 
wise, not to commit himself to any 
opinions other than that of via 
media.

Concerning Minister Delbos* 
visit to Poland Yorkshire Post 
writes (11/XII) of the extremely 
cordial reception he met with 
saying further that “nobody could 
expect a complete identification 
of French and ‘Polish opinions on 
the European situation considering 
that the geographical position of 
Poland demands always an easily 
to be understood political 
moderation“. The Yorkshire Post 
also remarks that the recent 
English - French talks were highly 
interesting for Poland “whose 
foreign policy, within the limits 
demanded by special conditions, 
shows a certain parallelism to 
British policy“. 

The Brazilian press is interested 
in the colonial question of Poland 
which it connects with Minister 
Delbos' visit to Warsaw, concluding 
that the problem of colonies and 
their distribution must have been 
discussed by the two foreign 
ministers. A Nota writes (10/11) 
“Tt seems difficult to believe that 
Poland, a country numbering 34 
million inhabitants, has no African 
colonies whereas countries with 
quite small populations, possess 
enormous territories“. Further A 
Nota expresses the hope that 
Minister Delbos‘ journey will 
prove very useful to him as he 
will with his own eyes observe 
and be convinced where lies the 
essence of the economic and 
political problems of Europe. 

Gazeta Polska (11/X11) in an 
article about totalism distinguishes 
two types of totalism: eastern and 
western, the former of which 
Poland rejected unconditionally 
jn 1920, the latter she also rejects, 
considering that one internationale 
should not be combated by another 
internationale. “If even a danger 
arises of undermining national 
systems during periods of 
organization — the reaction to 
that must be the power of the 
given state based on its own 
ideology and reasons of state but 
not on outside help“. And the 
author, vice-Marshal Miedziński 
concludes “We shall then—within 
the limits of our own not — 
totalitarian system aim at 

. embracing the famous Polish good- 
will and patriotism into disciplined

ranks marching together towards 
common aims. We shall not admit 
that within the structure of the 
state constitution any crevices 
should be opened“, 

Kurier Warszawski in 
commenting on this article says: 
“The conclusion of the above 
article places the problem of 
totalism on a constitutional 
ground. If again it is a question 
of subject matter it speaks of 
“weakness“. In placing the 
discussion on a constitutional 
„ground it is made impossible to 
arrive at an opinion as to the 
actual present relation of the OZN 
(National Unity camp) to totalism 
which is not only a strictly 
constitutional system but also a 
political one“. “Poland in the orbit 
of British interest“ is the title of 
an article in Kurier Polskitending 
to show that while the realization 
of Hitler's plans on the Danube 
might not disturb the balance of 
power in Europe this would not 
be the case if the east of Europe 
were attacked by him. “This would 
be possible only on the ruins of 
Russia which would upset the 
world balance and yield all Asia 
to Japan. Here then the armed 
intervention of England 
undertaken in case of the military 
failure of Russia would seem to 
be an imperative necessity. Hence 
the great importance of Poland 
to English policy“. 

Kurier Poranny (14/311) 
discusses the question of the 


organization of political life in 
Poland which it says must be 
accomodated to Poland‘s special 


circumstances and must be blindly 
modelled on foreign democracies 
or other systems, The constant 
increase of population in Poland 
constitutes a fail with which any 
political system must reckon. “The 
broad masses ought to find only 
in a strong state, and a modernized 
political organization adapted to 
contemporary times a guarantee 
that they will play the part which 
is theirs by right in the country, 
at the same time becoming co- 
factors of collective strength“ In 
order to attain these results 
concludes the author “new roads 
must be sought“.
